A review of Bureau files pertinent to the period failed to disclose 
any information indicating any such award was ever given by the Director to Mr. 
Humphrey. It is noted, however, that on September 21, 1945, Mr. Humphrey 
met with the Director following his election as Mayor of Minneapolis. He told 
Mr. Hoover that he was particularly desirous of giving that city a clean vigorous 
administration particularly in the field of law enforcement. He said that he had 
appointed as Superintendent of Police a National Academy graduate, Edward Ryan. 
The Director told Mr. Humphrey that he was acquainted with Ryan and he believed
